AS CLOSURE of Crewk¬ 
erne recycling centre looms 
closer, David Laws, MP for 
Yeovil constituency, has 
joined forces with his col¬ 
league, Oliver Letwin, MP 
for West Dorset, to oppose 
the closure. 

Both Members of Parlia¬ 
ment have signed a joint let¬ 
ter to Councillor Ken 
Maddock, the Conservative 
Leader of Somerset County 
Council, calling on the coun¬ 
cil to keep the facility open. 

The catchment area for the 
facility embraces not just 
Crewkerne, but 17 surround¬ 
ing villages - including five 
villages in Mr Letwin’s con¬ 
stituency. 

Commenting on this ac¬ 
tion, David Laws, said: 
“This facility is very impor¬ 
tant both for South Somerset 
and West Dorset, which is 
why Oliver Letwin and I 
have decided to make a joint 
approach to the county 
council. We have both re¬ 
ceived numerous representa¬ 
tions from our constituents 
expressing their opposition 
to the closure of the centre, 
and we hope the county 
council will listen to these 
concerns. 

“Oliver Letwin and I both 
understand the financial 
pressures that the council 
faces at this time. However, 
we are both agreed that clo¬ 
sure of the recycling centre 
could have damaging conse¬ 
quences for the local envi¬ 
ronment and efforts to 
promote recycling. It also 
seems undesirable that a fa¬ 
cility that has received so 
much investment and per¬ 
formed so effectively should 
now be scrapped. 

“We have urged the county 
council to reconsider their

decision and we are pre¬ 
pared to work with them to 
find alternative solutions to 
closing the centre. We 
would also encourage con¬ 
stituents who are opposed 
to these plans to make their 
views known to ourselves 
and their local councillor.” 

Their letter states: “The 
facility is the largest in 
terms of throughput of the 
four centres earmarked for 
closure, and it has almost 
100,000 visits each year. 
Crewkerne has also had re¬ 
cent investment of around 
£250,000, and it is consid¬ 
ered to be state of the art in 
terms of effectiveness. It is 
mid-table in terms of scale 
looking at the 18 Somerset 
Recycling centres, and is 
near the top of the table for 
its recycling rate. 

“The proposed closure of 
the Crewkerne centre has 
been made without any 
local consultation, and it 
has prompted a furious re¬ 
action from local residents, 
thousands of whom have 
signed a petition against it. 
The opposition is cross¬ 
party. 


“We are seriously con¬ 
cerned that closure of this 
facility could increase fly¬ 
tipping, reduce recycling, 
increase landfill costs, and 
cause more environmen¬ 
tally-damaging car jour¬ 
neys to alternative centres. 

“We ask you to look at 
ways of keeping the 
Crewkerne centre open. 
This could include finding 
savings in other areas, or 
looking at restricting open¬ 
ing hours across the net¬ 
work of centres, or even 
making a small on site 
charge for usage.” 

A petition against the clo¬ 
sure has been running both 
at Crewkerne Town Hall, 
the library, Aqua Centre 
and many shops. There are 
already 4,000 signatures 
but the town council has 
said another 1,000 would 
mean that the county coun¬ 
cil must take note and re¬ 
consider the proposal, so 
pressure must continue to 
encourage people to sign. 
Many of the villages in the 
surrounding area are also 
running petitions.

THE PLANNING application for the build¬ 
ing of 100 dwellings on the Bradfords site 
at Station Road Crewkerne, will go to 
appeal before the South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council Area West Committee on 
Wednesday December 15th. 

The proposed development by Better¬ 
ment Properties(Weymouth) Ltd had 
raised local objections regarding safe 
access across the railway line and 
insufficient affordable housing provision. 
The meeting will be held at the Hen- 
hayes Centre, Crewkerne, from 5.30pm .

High interest 
in future plans 
for the area 

THE SOUTH Somerset District Council consultation, 
to help develop a plan that will shape the district over 
the next 20 years, was very well supported by the 
public. 

Over 1,800 residents have attended the 20 special 
consultation events held in towns and villages across 
the district to have their say since this stage of con¬ 
sultation began in October. 

School and college pupils, gypsy and traveller resi¬ 
dents and black and minority ethnic groups took part 
in further events. 

Hundreds of emails and comments made to the 
spatial planning team by telephone and at council of¬ 
fices have also been received. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, South Somerset District 
Council's deputy leader and portfolio holder for Spa¬ 
tial Planning explained:"Local people have shown in¬ 
credible interest in this consultation and we are 
extremely pleased that our efforts to encourage as 
many people as possible to get involved have been 
heeded. 

"We want to ensure that the final published plan re¬ 
flects the needs of the people and takes account of 
what people know about where they live. We are glad 
people came to the events we organised, took part 
online, or just got in touch in any way they could. It's 
not just about how much development will go in 
each town or about protecting villages from housing 
growth. 

"It's also about shaping the district as a whole up 
until 2026, including things like protecting shopping 
centres, making sure there are enough jobs for the 
population, requiring enough sports provision for fu¬ 
ture generations, and even how carbon friendly new 
homes should be. 

"So often, when the public are consulted, they feel 
it makes little difference as decisions are already 
made and they won't be changed. 

"This is different. We are listening. We know we can't 
please everybody all of the time, but our intention is 
to meet emerging need with the minimum of im¬ 
pact." 

The latest two-month stage of public consultation 
ended on Friday December 3rd. South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council will now collate all of the responses. 

The team hopes to see some emerging trends early 
next year, and will be keeping respondents and the 
wider public informed as they go along. 

Views gathered will play a vital role to inform and 
improve the next draft of the plan so that it reflects 
what people need and what can be achieved. The re¬ 
sponses will be used, along with updated assess¬ 
ments on transport needs, population data and 
economic information due back early next year. 

The next and final draft version is expected to be 
ready for the final round of public consultation in au¬ 
tumn 2011, before it is then examined and finally de¬ 
termined by the Planning Inspector in early 2012. 

The council expects to adopt the final Core Strategy 
and the policies within it in autumn 2012.

Community car scheme scrapped 

A PROPOSAL agreed in February to set up a net¬ 
work of parish wide voluntary community car 
schemes is to be scrapped due to lack of funding 
from members of the Local Strategic Partnership. 

It had been recognised that the majority of the 
journeys would be to health related services such 
as GP surgeries, dentists, nursing homes etc. As a 
consequence, and as a partner of the LSP, the NHS 
was asked to contribute £5,000 towards the proj¬ 
ect. 

Somerset NHS felt that as they had recently set 
up Transporting Somerset, a service that transports 
patients into hospital appointments, they were not 
able to contribute towards another transport re¬ 
lated scheme. 

A subsequent funding bid to the Rural Develop¬ 
ment Programme for England also failed and last 
month the working group met and decided there 
was no value in pursuing this project further.

The unique service is only the sec¬ 
ond one in the country and the char¬ 
ity hope to spread nationwide with 
the service, they have even had en¬ 
quiries from Australia and Canada. 
The Musgrove Leukemic Group, a 
local charity, will provide revenue 
costs and fund some equipment. 
Musgrove Park and Yeovil District 
Hospital will be jointly running the 


service, which was commissioned by 
NHS Somerset. 

Sir Stirling became a patron of the 
charity after the death of his mother- 
in-law from cancer in 2006, and the 
new unit was affectionately named 
Bumble, which was her nickname. 

He said: “I am one of those lucky 
enough to have had a warm and lov¬ 
ing relationship with my mum-in- 
law. It’s really nice to know how 
much help these things are to people, 
it’s so difficult for people to come in 


to hospital, particularly when you 
live in the country. I hope many more 
of these will come about and I hope 
people will support Hope for Tomor¬ 
row and make it happen.” 

Lady Moss said, having spent nine 
hour days with her mother in 
chemotherapy, she was delighted to 
support anything that made the 
whole experience less stressful.

Since the autumn, whole sections of my 
kitchen worktops have been rendered invisible, lost 
under a relentless tide of green and red spheres 
which at present shows no signs of decreasing. 

While pleasant in late September, and well wrin¬ 
kled by February, the kitchen bowl cries out for 
these beauties in early December.

be the base of something other than a crumble, pie 
or stew. They can make the family mincemeat. 

Mincemeat actually used to contain meat. I've 
never had the pleasure, but I'd imagine would be 
similar in vein to a meaty chutney. These days we 
except - expect, even - this seasonal treat to be 
nothing other than sweet, often encased in a crum¬ 
bly pastry. Making this most fragrant of treats is an 
utter delight and will invariably taste better than a 
bought offering. Personally, I use a 'Delia' recipe 
which involves slow, gentle cooking and renders 
the suet slightly broken down and so perfectly 
moist that it can be - and often is - eaten from the 
jar using just a spoon. 

But like dogs, mincemeat need not just be for 
Christmas! If you've a spare afternoon this coming 
season and fancy a go, then I can highly recom¬ 
mend it. Moreover, make far too much, for if like us 
you have too many apples, which will last you well 
into the new year, then left over mincemeat is just 
perfect for adding to crumbles and pies. Also, be¬ 
lieve it or not, it is smashing spread on buttered 
toast. 

So if there are some winkled apples about, the 
remnant of that brandy from the cake and some old 
suet you used to make dumplings (once) then why 
not bring it all together in your bowl and make 
mincemeat.

THE RECENT list of fees paid to players agents last sea¬ 
son show the difference between the haves and have 
nots. 

Football League clubs paid out £12.7m to licensed 
agents between July 2009 and June 2010, an increase 
of £3.9m on the previous year despite the number of 
transfers being down by a third with almost 17 per 
cent of the total number of 2,392 transfers involving 
agents. 

Championships clubs were responsible for £10.1 m 
of this total with League One and Two clubs account¬ 
ing for £2.2m (17.6%) and £2.2m (0.4%). 

Yeovil Town, who spent £9,000, were one of ten 
clubs who paid less than £10k, whilst 14 clubs in¬ 
cluding AFC Bournemouth and Exeter City did not 
commit any money to agents.
